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OPENING  OF  THE  NEW  LONDON  BRIDGE  1973 

Her  Majesty  The  Queen  opened  the  new  bridge  on  the  16th  March  in  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  other  dignatories  of  the  City  of  London.  The  Corporation  of 
the  City  have  commissioned  a  medal  to  commemorate  this  important  event  and 
B.  A.  Seaby  Limited  are  honoured  in  being  the  only  company  authorised  by  the 
Corporation  to  sell  a  limited  number  of  silver  gilt  medals. 

Medals  of  this  nature  issued  by  the  Corporation  are  struck  only  very  occasionally; 
the  first  being  in  1831,  also  on  the  opening  of  the  then  new  London  Bridge.  Two 
sizes  were  then  produced,  the  largest  being  51  mm.  diameter  and  the  smaller,  27  mm. 
Both  wrere  designed  by  Benjamin  Wyon.  Following  this,  some  tw'o  dozen  medals 
were  issued  between  1832  and  1902  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation,  mainly  com¬ 
memorating  various  royal  occasions.  The  last  to  be  issued  was  in  1965  and  com¬ 
memorated  a  reception  at  the  Guildhall  in  honour  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
Battle  of  Waterloo.  This  medal,  together  with  the  present  issue,  are  an  integral  part 
of  this  interesting  official  series  issued  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London. 

The  new  medal  for  London  Bridge  (illustrated  on  our  front  cover)  has  been 
struck  by  Messrs.  Toye,  Kenning  and  Spencer  and  is  considerably  more  imaginative 
than  the  medal  issued  in  1965.  This  is  due  to  the  inspiration  of  the  design  team  headed 
by  D.  F.  Payne  F.R.N.S.  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Engineer,  H.  K.  King  C.B.E. 
who  have  sought  to  recapture  something  of  Wyon’s  style  of  1831.  The  dies  were  cut 
by  Mr.  Maurice  Rose.  The  obverse  of  the  medal  has  a  view  of  London  Bridge,  as 
did  Wyon’s  medal,  but  an  attempt  has  now  been  made  to  show  the  bridge  from  the

north  bank  and  receding  over  the  river.  The  reverse  bears  the  arms  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  London.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  piece  is  factually  correct  down 
to  the  number  of  lamp  posts  shown  on  the  bridge. 

The  number  of  medals  authorised  by  the  Corporation  are  limited  with  the 
exception  of  those  struck  in  bronze  which  wall  be  manufactured  according  to  the 
demand.  No  specimens  in  gold  are  being  made  available  to  the  public  and  2,250 
silver  gilt  medals  have  been  struck  mainly  for  distribution  by  the  Corporation.  All 
of  these  are  numbered  and  the  first  250  of  them  are  reserved  for  presentation 
purposes.  We  have  been  allowed  a  small  proportion  of  the  remainder  and  demand 
(especially  from  America  where  the  old  bridge  now  is)  is  expected  to  be  heavy. 
Clients  who  are  interested  in  acquiring  an  example  of  this  historically  and  numis- 
matically  important  medal  are  therefore  advised  to  place  their  order  with  us  as  soon 
as  possible  for  delivery  in  early  April.

VALUE  ADDED  TAX 

Owing  to  special  circumstances  of  the  Numismatic  trade  certain  concessions 
have  been  granted  in  the  application  of  VAT  which  help  to  alleviate  the  tax  position. 

1.  Current  coins.  “Exempt”.  This  applies  to  both  British  and  foreign  coins  in  any 
metal,  including  gold,  that  are  legal  tender,  i.e.,  coins  that  are  still  negotiable 
as  money.  (This  group  is  still  the  subject  of  discussions  with  H.M.  Customs 
and  Excise). 

2.  Other  numismatic  items.  VAT  at  Standard  Rate  of  10%  of  retail  price.  This 
includes  coins  that  are  not  legal  tender  and  also  accessories,  with  the  exception 
of: 

3.  “ Special  Scheme ”  items.  Certain  coins  over  100  years  old  will  only  bear  tax  of 
1/1 1th  of  the  dealer’s  profit  margin. 

4.  Numismatic  Books  and  Catalogues.  “Zero-rate”,  i.e.  no  tax  charged. 

5.  Services.  Valuation  fees,  commission  fees,  photography,  postage  and  freight 
etc.  (if  charged  separately)  will  bear  VAT  at  Standard  Rate  of  10%. 

6.  Exports.  Coins  sent  overseas  (by  post)  will  have  any  Standard  Rate  VAT 
deducted  from  the  inclusive  list  price.  This  does  not  apply  to  those  coins  sold 
under  the  Special  Scheme. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  not  all  coins  will  be  subjected  to  tax  and,  of 
those  that  are,  many  will  only  bear  tax  on  the  dealer’s  profit.  Note:  All  coins  listed 
in  the  Bulletin  will  be  quoted  at  a  price  that  includes  VAT  (where  applicable). 
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FRANCIS  WILLIS,  PHYSICIAN

In  the  north  transept  of  the  parish  church  of  Greatford,  a  small  village  in 
Lincolnshire,  is  a  monument  to  a  doctor  whose  skill  helped  to  shape  history.  It  is 
a  bust  of  Dr.  Francis  Willis  by  the  famous  sculptor  Nollekins.  Willis  was  born  in 
1718  the  son  of  one  of  the  clergy  of  Lincoln  Cathedral.  After  training  at  Oxford  he 
took  Holy  Orders  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  his  family  but  later  qualified  as 
a  doctor. 

In  1788  George  III  fell  a  victim  to  a  psychotic  disorder  that  baffled  his  physicians 
Sir  George  Baker  and  Dr.  Warren.  Their  drastic  treatment  consisted  of  purges, 
blisterings  and  sedatives  which  were  of  no  avail.  This  treatment  was  no  doubt  correct 
according  to  the  standard  of  the  time  but  it  was  both  mistaken  and  barbaric.  Eventu¬ 
ally  Queen  Charlotte  insisted  on  her  husband’s  case  being  entrusted  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  F.  Willis  who  at  this  period  combined  the  duties  of  Rector  of  Wapping  with 
medical  superintendent  of  a  mental  hospital  at  Greatford. 

We  cannot  say  what  caused  the  king’s  madness;  it  may  have  been  due  to  some 
political  crisis,  the  loss  of  the  American  colonies,  or  troubles  with  his  eldest  son 
whose  association  with  and  marriage  to  a  Roman  Catholic  lady  was  anathema  to  him. 
Today  such  a  condition  would  be  treated  by  psychotherapy  with  a  possible  cure. 
In  fact  modern  doctors  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  George  III  was  not  mad  in 
the  accepted  sense  but  was  suffering  from  porphyria.  This  disease  was  unknown 
until  this  present  century.  We  are  told  it  takes  many  forms  and  often  leads  to  delirium 
and  delusions  and  could  be  easily  mistaken  for  mental  illness.  This  complaint  was 
far  beyond  the  grasp  of  medical  knowledge  in  the  early  19th  century. 

Dr.  Willis  was  summoned  to  Court  where  his  presence  was  resented  by  the  royal 
physicians.  He  at  once  recognised  that  the  king  might  be  cured  if  the  severity  of  the 
treatment  was  modified.  Willis  was  well  ahead  of  his  contemporaries  in  his  know¬ 
ledge  of  mental  diseases  but  of  course  he  had  not  the  drugs  and  appliances  now 
available,  and  occupational  therapy  was  unknown.  But  he  was  on  the  right  lines  when 
he  encouraged  the  king  to  play  chess,  backgammon  and  card  games  and  to  perform 
on  the  flute.  He  was  able  to  draw  the  king  into  normal  conversation  often  with  good 
results.  On  one  occasion  His  Majesty  expressed  disapproval  of  Willis  working  as  a 
clergyman  and  a  doctor.  “But  our  Saviour”  protested  Willis  “went  about  the  world 
fhealing  the  sick”.  “Ah,  yes”  replied  the  king,  “but  he  didn’t  get  seven  hundred  a 
vear  for  it”.  Occasionally  Willis  had  to  enforce  the  use  of  a  strait-waistcoat  or  a  chair 
with  straps  but  in  the  end  his  efforts  were  rewarded  by  success  and  for  many  years 
the  king  was  free  from  the  trouble.  Odd  pieces  of  interesting  information  on  the 
royal  malady  and  the  activities  of  Dr.  Willis  can  be  obtained  from  the  diary  of 
Fanny  Burney  who  at  this  period  was  in  attendance  on  Queen  Charlotte  at  a  salary 
of  £200  a  year. 

Willis  returned  to  Greatford  on  the  recovery  of  the  king  and  was  still  active  with 
his  patients  when  he  died  in  1807.  His  two  sons  were  doctors  and  later  attended 
King  George  when  he  had  fresh  outbreaks  of  insanity  but  they  could  not  stave  off 
the  final  breakdown  when  blindness  and  deafness  were  added  to  the  loss  of  reason. 

As  far  as  I  know  there  is  only  one  token  bearing  the  name  and  bust  of  Dr.  Willis. 
It  is  of  the  size  of  the  pre-decimal  penny  and  is  probably  a  commemorative  piece. 
The  reverse  carries  the  legend  “Britons  rejoice  your  King’s  restored.  1789”.

There  are  two  types  of  folles  attributed  to  Nicephorus  II  (963-969)  both  with  a 
fairly  thick-set  head  and  shoulder  bust.  The  first  (figure  4)  with  Nicephorus  holding  a 
labarum  and  globus  cruciger  and  wearing  a  loros  of  simplified  type  (see  figure  C) 
or  square  pattern  (B.M.C.,  PI.  LIV,  7;  Ratto  1914;  B.N.,  PI.  LXXIX  AE/01).  The 
second  (figure  3)  with  emperor  holding  a  thick  cruciform  sceptre  and  globus 
surmounted  by  a  trefoil,  and  wearing  a  loros  of  modified  design  with  two  side  panels 
coming  to  a  point  lower  down  the  chest  in  a  triangular  pattern  (see  figure  B),  the 
pattern  of  jewels  inside  the  side  panels  is  similar  to  figure  C.  (B.M.C.,  PL  LIV,  8; 
Ratto  1915;  B.N.  LXXIX,  AE  02).  The  obverse  legend  is  -j-hICIFRT-ASIL  ROM 
on  B.M.C.  type  1,  and  +hICIFR  T5-ASIL€  RW  on  B.M.C.  type  2  (Nicephorus, 
Emperor  of  the  Romans).  The  reverse  legend  (both  types)  is:  \y\cHf  '

The  type  published  here  corresponds  to  B.M.C.  type  2  in  that  the  emperor  holds 
a  cruciform  sceptre  and  globe  with  trefoil,  but  the  distinctive  loros  (see  figure  A 
and  long  thin  bust  clearly  separates  it,  as  does  the  reverse  legend,  which  although 
only  partly  legible,  still  does  not  seem  to  fit  into  the  normal  follis  inscription  for 
Nicephorus  II — nor  for  that  matter  any  other  tenth  century  follis  inscription.

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One  reading  which  suggests  itself,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  form's  for  T  would 
not  be  out  of  place  (it  was  first  used  under  Leo  VI  c.  912)  is  4-hIClHF'Eh  OEW  AT  (U) 
(R\V)  MAIco(h)  giving  us  Nicephorus,  in  God  Autocrator  of  the  Romanus.  The  title 
autocrator  was  first  introduced  by  Constantine  VII  (913-959).  His  son  Romanus  II 
v959-963)  used  it  on  his  exceedingly  rare  gold  issues  (see  figure  5).  Nicephorus  II 
only  used  the  title  on  his  silver  and  on  the  very  rare  first  gold  issue  (August  963)  with 
the  future  emperor  Basil  II,  but  not  subsequently  on  later  gold  issues  or  on  the  bronze. 
Wroth  gives  the  date  for  the  silver  as  963  or  later.  If  the  letters  AT(O)  on  figure  1  can 
be  read  as  being  an  abbreviation  for  autocrator  (albeit  an  unusual  one  particularly 
as  the  form  W  for  O  was  more  usual  at  this  time,  although  it  is  possible  that  the  O 
is  part  of  the  theta  (0)  on  the  undertype)  it  would  be  additional  support  for  the 
sequence  of  issue  for  the  folles  of  Nicephorus  II  as  set  out  below. 

As  the  subject  of  this  note  is  overstruck  on  a  follis  of  Romanus  I  it  may  help  to 
give  more  details  of  the  two  legends  in  their  position  to  each  other.  The  reverse 
legend  for  Romanus  I  is :

perhaps  emphasising  to  some  extent  the  lower  part  of  the  first  letter  h.  The  right  leg 
of  the  second  letter  h  in  Eh  on  the  second  line  is  positioned  somewhat  higher  than  on 
the  h  on  the  first  line.  It  would  not  therefore  be  beyond  the  bounds  of  possibility 
that  the  first  letter  is  an  R 

Although  Wroth  (B.M.C.  XCV)  doubted  that  the  representations  of  Leo  VI, 
Constantine  VII,  Nicephorus  II  and  John  I  (969-976)  were  authentic  portraits  as 
they  were  so  similar  to  each  other,  it  is  now  considered  in  the  light  of  modern  research 
(see  especially  Bellinger,  “Three  Byzantine  Portraits”  in  Byzantine  Notes  A.N.S. 
MN.  13,  1967,  pp.  141-148)  that  some  portraits  of  these  emperors  are  certainly  strongly 
characterised  likenesses.  The  portrait  on  the  gold  of  Romanus  II  (unknown  to 
Wroth)  shows  a  distinctively  long  thin  face  with  a  long  nose  (see  figure  5),  no  doubt 
a  family  likeness  as  can  be  seen  from  the  portraits  of  his  father  (Constantine  VII) 
and  grandfather  (Leo  VI).  It  is  very  similar  indeed  to  that  of  figure  1.  The  portrait  on 
the  follis  published  here  (figure  1)  when  compared  against  portraits  of  Nicephorus  II 
(figures  3  and  4)  seem  to  the  writer  to  show  such  differences  that  it  is  difficult  to 
reconcile  their  being  of  the  same  person. 
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A  FOLLIS  OF  NICEPHORUS  II  PHOCAS 


A  brief  survey  of  the  works  of  some  of  the  modern  historians  and  other  writers 
go  some  way  towards  supporting  this  view.  Romanus  II  is  described  as  tall  with 
broad  shoulders  and  a  long  aquiline  nose  (Gibbon)  and  with  a  strong  resemblance 
to  his  father  (Finlay),  Nicephorus  as  a  small  man  repellent  in  feature  (Goodacre)  or 
as  Foord  more  lightly  puts  it  “harsh  of  countenance”.  A  glance  at  figure  1  will  show 
that  it  clearly  depicts  a  very  definite  long  “aquiline”  nose  (as  on  figure  5)  in  contrast 
to  figure  2  and  particularly  to  figures  3  and  4,  where  the  nose  is  about  half  the  length. 
The  thick-set  bust  of  figures  3  and  4  is  certainly  wrell  in  keeping  with  the  representa¬ 
tion  of  a  man  small  in  stature.  In  a  recent  article  (University  of  Birmingham,  His¬ 
torical  Journal  No.  XII  1970)  by  Mr.  P.  D.  Whitting,  a  coin  of  the  type  represented 
here  as  figure  4,  was  illustrated  as  a  naturalistic  portrait  of  Nicephorus  II.  The  style  of 
dress  on  figure  1  differs  from  that  on  the  solidi  of  Romanus  II,  but  it  is  worth  noting 
that  the  form  of  cruciform  sceptre  is  exactly  the  same.  The  more  usual  cruciform 
sceptre  carried  by  Nicephorus  II  (figure  3)  is,  in  contrast,  much  thicker. 

Apart  from  the  three  solidi  (two  in  the  A.N.S.  collection,  one  in  the  British  ( 
Museum)  no  other  coins  are  known  for  the  sole  reign  of  Romanus  II.  Bronze  with 
the  name  of  Romanus  previously  assigned  to  Romanus  II  have  been  proved  by  the 
evidence  of  restriking  to  have  been  struck  by  Romanus  I  (see  note  in  Wroth,  B.M.C., 
p.  468).  Goodacre  in  his  handbook  (1928)  remarks  that  it  is  improbable  that  no  coins 
were  issued  (for  this  reign)  and  that  their  discovery  may  yet  reward  some  fortunate 
numismatist.  The  gold  has  now  been  discovered  and  it  would  appear  to  only  remain 
for  the  bronze  and  silver  ( ?)  to  be  identified. 

It  would  seem  then,  from  the  foregoing,  that  the  follis  represented  as  figure  1  is 
the  first  issue  of  Nicephorus  II  but  with  a  portrait  of  Romanus  II.  There  are  many 
coins  of  other  periods  which  show  portraits  of  the  preceding  ruler  on  the  first  issues, 
silver  of  Gordian  III  with  the  likeness  of  Balbinus,  pre-reform  bronze  of  Aurelian 
with  a  likeness  of  Claudius  Gothicus,  the  first  Alexandrian  issue  of  solidi  of  Heraclius 
with  the  likeness  of  Phocas  and  so  on.  If  it  is  accepted  that  figure  1  is  the  first  issue 
of  Nicephorus  II  the  classification  of  folles  of  Nicephorus  fall  naturally  into  place  as 
follows :

Figure  2  presumably  comes  before  the  somewhat  more  thick-set  bust  on  figures 
3  and  4  as  it  depicts  the  slender  sceptre  carried  by  Romanus  II  on  his  solidi  and  on 
the  coin  published  here. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  figure  1  may  be  a  half  follis.  This  denomina¬ 
tion  has  not  been  identified  from  the  mid  eighth  century  down  to  the  reform  of 
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Alexius  I  in  1092  when  the  follis  itself  ceased  to  be  part  of  the  coinage.  Mr.  P. 
Donald  is  currently  working  on  a  parcel  of  small  module  light-weight  folles  ( ?)  of  the 
period  of  John  I  on  the  possibility  that  they  may  be  half  folles.  Although  figure  1  is 
light  in  weight  it  is  unlikely  to  be  a  half  follis  as  the  weights  for  the  folles  of  Nice- 
phorus  II  seem  to  fluctuate  quite  widely  (4.90  grammes  to  7.20  and  in  one  case  a 
specimen  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  of  11.24  grammes)  and  a  weight  of  4.20 
grammes  on  a  coin  overstruck  on  a  fairly  worn  coin  of  an  earlier  reign  would  not  be 
unusual.  It  would  also  have  to  be  assumed  that  the  follis  of  Romanus  I  on  which 
figure  I  is  overstruck  was  also  a  half  follis  as  extant  folles  of  that  period  are  of  similar 
weights  to  those  of  Nicephorus  II.

They  consist  in  the  main  of 
accounts  and  account  books  and  ledgers;  the  few  which  record  accounting  matters 
being  included  under  the  heading  of  Miscellaneous.  The  separate  account  books  and 
ledgers  for  the  gold,  silver,  copper  and  bronze  coinages  are  included  in  Classes  Mint 
8  and  9. 

As  evidenced  by  the  commencing  dates  of  the  several  series,  changes  in  the 
accounting  procedure  took  place  from  time  to  time,  the  most  important  of  those 
changes  occurring  in  the  years  1835,  1850,  1868  and  1901. 

The  earliest  accounts  in  this  Class  were  kept  by  the  Warden  and  the  Master  and 
Worker,  who  were  required  to  account  for  the  moneys  received  and  paid  by  them  for 
the  services  of  their  offices.  Those  two  Principal  Officers  appear  to  have  kept  separate 
cash  accounts  until  their  two  offices  were  combined  by  the  transfer  of  the  title  of 
Warden  to  the  Master  and  Worker  in  1829.  The  Master  and  Worker’s  cash  account 
continued  to  be  kept  as  such  until  1850,  when  it  was  transferred  from  the  Master  and 
Worker’s  General  Account  Books  to  the  Cash  Axcount  Ledgers  and  called  the  Cash 
Account  of  the  Royal  Mint.  Those  Cash  Account  Ledgers  continued  in  use  until 
1901,  when  they  were  superseded  by  the  Registers  of  cheques  drawn  on,  and  receipts 
made  into,  the  Mint’s  Cash  and  Bullion  Accounts  at  the  Bank  of  England. 
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Bills  and  acquittances  allowed  on  the  Warden’s  and  the  Master  and  Worker’s 
accounts  during  the  period  1677  to  1696  record  payments  for  allowances  to  the 
Moneyers,  artificers’  bills,  auditors’  fees,  diet,  fees  and  charges  of  moneys  received 
at  the  Exchequer,  fees  and  allowances  of  officers  of  the  Mint,  healing  medals,  house 
rent,  incidents,  oil  and  cotton  for  lamps,  seals  and  trial  plates;  and  also  sums  paid 
for  rewards  for  discovering  coiners  and  clippers.  Similar  bills  and  acquittances 
allowed  on  those  accounts  during  subsequent  periods  were  entered  in  the  Bill  Books, 
which  appear  to  have  been  introduced  early  in  the  eighteenth  century  and  to  have 
continued  until  the  accounting  procedure  was  changed  in  1835.  In  the  last  of  the 
Bill  Books  included  in  this  Class,  being  the  one  for  the  period  1831  Jan.  to  1833  Dec., 
the  descriptions  of  the  entries  are  similar  to  the  titles  of  the  accounts  in  the  Mint 
Office  Ledgers. 

The  changes  made  in  1835  arose  out  of  the  contemporary  Report  of  the  Public 
Account  Commissioners;  the  forms  of  the  Mint  Office  Ledgers,  the  Mint  Office 
Service  Account  Ledgers  and  the  Exchequer  Credit
